• Sponsored 35 bills in the House, 23 of which were cosponsored by at least one Republican 
 

• Delivered 15 bills that were signed into law, with 18 advanced out of the House

o Vice co-chair of Addiction, Treatment, and Recovery Caucus and author of Mainstreaming 

Addiction Treatment (MAT) Act and Substance Use Prevention, Treatment, and Recovery
